I Claims 1-14, 17, 18, and 19, drawn to conjugates comprising a polylysine dendritic 
polymer (carrier), an epitope containing peptide, and a carbohydrate moiety 
classified in class 424, subclass 194.1. 
II. Claims 15, and 16, and 18, drawn to a conjugate comprising an epitoe containing 

peptide and a carbohydrate moiety, classified in class 424, subclass 184.1. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are deemed to be distinct and separately patentable because the conjugate of 
Group II does not involve a polylysine dendrimer. It can be prepared by conjugation of the 
peptide to the carbohydrate moiety without linking either one to a carrier such as that called for in 
the claims of Group I. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and/or because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
